The title of the act is defective in that it is not 
broad enough to cover all the features of law. 


Curious Situation Arises. 
A curious situation has been brought about 


by the Supreme court's disposition of the 
legislature's various attempts at primary 
legislation. The primary law of 1896 which 
the decision leaves in force contains several 
provisions which the Supreme cuurt found 
unconstitutional in throwing out, the pri- 
mary law of 1905, and some which the court 
could not countenance in the act of 1006 
held invalid yesterday, One of them is the 
delegation of power to thé political commit- 
tees, which is the law of 1898. But that 
act never has been passed on by the courts. 
Lawyers are agreed that it is quite as un- 
constitutional as the two attempted improve- 
ments.. However, the Supreme court, in 
knocking out the law of 1008, ordered the 
primary elections to proceed under the law 
of 1808, thus lending the latter statute a 
semblance of judicial approval. 

The announcement of the decision injected 
all kinds of excitement into the contest for 
the republican nomination for governor. On 
all sides it was the remark that the annul- 
ment of the law is a serious blow to the 
ambition of Gov. Deneen to succeed himself. 
There is no doubt the governor now has the 
hardest fight of his political career on his 
hands.

which is by delegate balict, not official, and 
not paid for by public expense. 

But the title of the act provides for the 
holding and regulation of primary elections 
of delegates to nominating conventions.” 
The title wholly fails to provide for a pri- 
mary election for the purpose of selecting 
candidates for ‘office. 

Next the court holds that the lodging of 
legislative power with county or central 
committees or other purely voluntary party 
organizations is unconstitutional.. This la 
gives to county central committees t 
power to create delegate districts. Such a 
power, says the court, was never delegated 
to any one person or persons of a voluntary 
character, but, if delégated at all, must be 
given to some municipal corporation, com- 
mission, local board, or public officer. 

The entire act here under consideration, 
the court says, is dependent upon the action 
of the county central committees,of the sev- 
eral political parties of the state, none of 
which is accountable to any authority. 


Method of Filling Vacancies. 


Again, the court finds serious objections 
with the provisions for filling vacancies. 
When a vacancy occurs in a public office 
and a special election is required to fill it, 
the managing committee or committees’ of 
the territorial area in which the vacancy 
occurs shall, under this act, nominate the 
candidate. Such a method the court finds 
is in direct conflict with sectfon 188 of the 
bill of rights providing that all elections 
shall be free and equal. 

The court asks by what right may any 
individual member of a party be deprived of 
his rights. to participate in the selection of a 
candidate. The court says that a vacancy 
might occur the day following an election 
and yet the central committee of the party 
could meet and make a nomination to fill the 
vacancy and the members of the party would 
have no recourse. 

The fourth point upon which the law is in- 
validated ig the matter of registration. The 
mig ig quotes the constitutional qualifications 

voter as to residence, naturalization, 
and age. This constitutional qualification 
applies to a primary as well as a general 
election. This primary act provides that a 
voter at a primary must be registered, but 
provides no means by which he agente be regis- 


tered in case be had failed for so cause 
to be registered at the last gene 3 
In the fifth point, the act pro “that a 


voter may vote for only one candidate for 
representative in the general assembly. The 
constitution provides that he may vote tog 
one, two, or three. He may 80 vote at 
general election. The dental of this right at 
a primary ia a direct violation of the constitu- 
tion and is a serious defect in the law. 


O. K. to Some Provisions. 


In conclusion the court clears up several 
minér questions of doubt. In finds no fault 
with the following four provisions: 


1. Any person who has signed a petition of a 
eandidate of any party with which the voter does 
not affiliate when such a candidate is to be voted 
on at a primary election may rightfully be barred 
from any other primary. 

2. Am person who shall have signed an in- 
dependent’s petition may be denied the right to 
vote ata primiary. 

3. Any person who has voted at another party's 
primery within a year may be denied the right 
to vote at any other primary. 

4. The requirements to state age, residence, and 
political affiliation is correct. 

In conclusion the court says that the object 
of a primary is to determine party action and 
to select party candidates, and no,person 
should vote at a party primary unless a mem-

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George M. Reynolds Thinks Crisis 
in Money Market Passed. 


FEDERAL NATIONAL LOSS BIG 
National Biseult Preferred Weak, Sel- 
ling Down to 109 3.

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George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental National bank, is firm of the beliéf 
that the crisis in the money market has been 
passed and that the business of the country 
will move through the present autumn with- 
out any serious money disturbance. Mr. 
Reynolds has just returned from the méet- 
ing of the American Bankers’ association 
at Atlantic City. For several years he has 
been in close touch with the membere of 
that organization and was this year ad- 
vanced to the vice presidency. The gather- 
ing was representative and speaking of the 
money situation Mr. Reynolds said: 
There were 2,500 people at the conven- 
tion, representing every section of the coun- 
try. I found in conversation with bankers 


close in the large ones. Except in the big 
cities there was sufficient for all needs. But 
in the larger towns the demand is greater 
and money correspondingly closer. The rep- 
resentatives from different sections, how~- 
ever, were feeling good for while the call 
for accommodation was general and rates 
firm, there still existed the belief that all 
reasonable demands could be cared for. 
“The south has a big cotton crop and 
will require a great deal of money in the 
next sixty days to move it. But prices are 
good and the representatives from that sec- 
tion of the country cannot understand why 
there should be so much apprehension in 
the north over the money situation. They 
sald their people were prosperous and would 
be able to spend more money this year than 
ever before. , 


New York Better, but Dumpy. 

“I came home by way of New York. I 
found sentiment there a little better and 
this ie reflected in the rates for money. They 
have found that they have gone thus far 
in October as easily as they ever did. Rates 
instead of being higher are lower. This has 
given them considerable encouragement. 

But the Wall street people are not happy. 
They are fretting over the policy of the 
administration. ‘Instead of seeing that the 
people as a whole, approve the policies of 
the president and instead, therefore, of get- 
ting into the, band wagong they want to 
hold back. They do not appear to appre- 
ciate rightly the fact that in the next presi- 
dential campaign the people will elect a 
candidate who stands for the policies of the 
president. Still, as I said, they are feeling 
better. They have been relatively close 
with their money and the situation thus cre- 
ated in Wall street has made it hard for 
us in the west. By that I mean, the western 
or southern borrower, knowing the feeling 
in New York, has exhausted every resource 
of credit in the west he could command 
before going to the east. In consequence the 
burden of supplying crop and mercantile 
demands has fallen unduly on banks out- 
side New York. For instance, a southern 
cotton man in need of $500,000 for crop mov- 


‘| ing purposes has feared to go to his New 


York bankers, believing he might get a re- 
fusal, and has turned to western money 


sources. | , 


Believes Money Crisis Passed. 
Rut Iam convinced the crisis in the money 
situation has been passed. In this I see no 
occasion to change the belief I entertained | 
earlier in the season that we would pass 
comfortably through the present autumn. 
After the middle of October if there is not 
a lowering of rates I think there will be 
such a change in sentiment that the banks 
will believe in easier money and this will 
bring it about. Whil the last thirty 
days our cash may not have been quite so 
high as we might like to have it, still I 
-have told our people that I could thing of 
no better way to improve the situation than 
by going ahead and lending money to help 
move the crops and thus bring back to us 
what we had loaned. We shall still pursue 
that policy, because I believe it to be right. 
“So far as the Continental is concerned 
I can say that the pressure has been lifted. 
For awhile it wag a matter of lending dally 
large amounts of’new money. Now instead 
of these daily demands T find we may run 
several days without any unusual calls for 
accommodation. On the whole, however, our 
busigess has been steady, and the variation 
in the volume of our deposits almost trifling.” 


Louisville Earns 10.75 Per Cent. 
Net earnings of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville for the year ended June 30, 1907, were 
equal to 10.75 per cent on the capital stock 
as against 10.58 per cent for the previous 
year. The annual report was issued yes- 
terday at the annual meeting in Louisville.
